' The Trinitie is heere deſcribed to be one vnited God- 
head, diſtinguiſhable in perſons, but vadeuidable in co- 
eternitie: one inthree,and three in one. GOD, who Cres 
ated, Redecmed, and Sanctificd all. One onely wiſe Gad, 
who was ſhewed inthe Fleſh, was iuſtified in the Spirit, was 
ſeene among Angels, was preached to the Gentiles, was beleeued 
onin the World, & received vp into Glorie. 1,Timo. 3.16, Which 
to know, 15 the firſt and chicfeſt poynt of all ſalvation, as 
Tobn, 17. 3. This ts eternall life,to kyow the Father, and him whons 
he hath ſent, Teſus Chriſt: Which muſt be obteined by the 
true vnderſtanding of the Bible, as Tohn 5.39. Search the 
Scriptures and in them ye ſhall find eternall life. Some will ſay, 
itis enough to know Chriſt crucified. Pilate, Herod, and 
Indas the traytor, knew that yet went to eternall de. 
ſtu&ion. Wherefore ſaluation conliſteth not in out- 
ward knowledge, butinrenewing the ſpirit of our vn- 
derſtanding ;z which itandeth firlt in the knowledgeand 
feare of God, then in the knowing of our ſelues : which 
are the firſt two ſteps to ſaluation . For true Knowledge 
3s themother of Godlineſſe: and as the Fveis the light of 
the Body, ſo-is Vaderſtanding the light of the Minde. 
This a man having truly learned, he is tomeditate of the 
graces of Chrif,oftered vnto Þ by his Word. 
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God hath choſen vs in Chriſt before the foun- 
dation of the World.ehc. Epheſ 1.4, 

Erein we arcto conſider the louing kindneſſe of God

Eleltten, is the eternall counſell of God for the ſauing 
and reieQing of ſome, beforethe beginning of the world, 
The Heathen neuer recciued comfort by this; for being 
told before, of thinges afterward to come to paſle, they 
could not know thereaſon, but thought that the aRions 
of men were goucrned by the motions of Starres, and the 
courſe of Nature, and not by the decree or fore-purpeſe 
of God; who worketh cuery thing according to the 
counſclhof his owne will, & not according to ouffeaſon. 
Then ſomewill ſay, if God decreeth eucry thing, why 
puniſheth he any thing? Itis anſwered, that puniſhment 
commeth from God, by theiuſt deſert of the rancor of. 
mans minde. Election, of his free grace, which he beſto- 
weth vpon who he will, as he ſaith, Rom.g.15. [willhaxe 
mercie on whom I'will hage mercie., Therefore the firſt thing 
we ought te know,is our Flefion: Thelaſt,is true Holmes. 

That this E/e&oy, or louing kindnes of God toward 
vs, is ofthe will of God, according ta the counſell of his 
owne will, and not drawne from him by force, by helpe 
of Saintes,or as being by workes meritorious of the ſame, 
it may appeare.

As many 
as are led by the ſpirit of God,they are the Sonnes of Ged.Efay 43. 
7. All thoſe that are call:d by my name, I haze created, faſhioned, 
and made for my honogr. Y et he leaueth them ſometimes va- 
to themlelues, that they may acknowledge the weakenes 
of their owne nature, as Noah, Lot, Iacob, Danid, Salomon, 
Peter,and others butneuer ſuffereth them to fall quitea- 
way : as appeareth Eſay 54.8. little whi 
thee; but with great mercy will I take thee v9 
was angry with thee, I bid my face fromthee for alytle ſeaſon : but 
through egerle/Img mercy haxe I redeemed thee, ſayth the Lord 
thy Kedeemer. The Mountaines ſhall moone, apd the Hilles 
ſhall fall downe , but my Loums kindneſſe ſhall not nivoge, and the 
bond of my peace ſhall not fall done from thee,ſayth « on thy 


merciſull tower. Pſalm. 37.23. The Lord ordereth a gbod mans 
going, aud maketh his way acceptable onto him{elfe : Though he 
fall, he ſhall not be caſt away : for the Lord vpholdeth hin with his 
hand. Plal.t03.10. He dealeth not with them aftertheir ſing, 
nor rewardeth them according to their wickednes : but locke how 
the Heanen is m compariſon of tke Earth, ſo great is his mercy to« 
wards them that feare him: for he knoweth whereof they be maat, 
and he remembreth that they are but duſt, He y ho their bfe 
from deſtruttion, aud cromneth themmith mercy and lowing kind-

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weſſe. Eſay 54-17. Loe,this is the heritage of the Lords Seruants, 
and their righteouſnes commeth of mee, ſayth the Lord. 

The Reef, hee leaueth to their owne ſelues, hardning 
their owne heartes, that hee may haue occaſton of iudge- 
ment againſt them. Eſay 57.20. They are like to the raging 
Sea,that can n0t reſt, whoſe water fometh with the myre and re 
well : for they hate nopeace with God. The Winde ſpall blow them 

feorth,and Vamtie ſhall taks them all away © they are like to Duſt 
before the Winde, and like to the Chaſfe in a Sommer floore. 
Pſal. 73.4. The Lord ſuffereth them tocome in no perill of death, 
but they are luſty and ſtrong * they come in no danger like other 
folke, neither are they plagued like other men : And this ts the 
cauſe that they be ſo holden with pride, and onerwhelmed with 
. eruelie z their eyes ſwell with fatneſſe,and they doe eyen what they 
tuſt . They corrupt others, and ſpeake wicked blaſphemie : their 
talking is againſt the moſt higheſt. Tuſh (ſay they ) how ſnall God 
perceie it * 1s there knowledge in the moſt higheſt? Loe, theſe 
are the ungodly, and theſe haye Tiches tin nofſefſon, Such were 
Kaine, the wicked mockers before the floode, Cham, the 
builders of Babel, the vacleane Citties, 7/72acl, E/au, Pha- 
raoh, Moab, Ammon: The wicked oppreſlers, Saul, eAbſa- 
lon, the Kings of //-ael, and the Kings of Babel, Antiochus 
the viid, Herod, Pilate, and [udas the traytourzand many 
others, who brought vpon themſelues iuſt cauſe of eter- 
nall condemnation. Pſa.73.18.7he Lord hath ſet them in ſlip- 
perie places, aud caſteth them downe,and deſtroyeth them. Oh, 
how ſuddenly doe they conſume and periſh, and come to a fearefull 
end? Yeacneulike as 4 dreame. doth hee make their image to va- 
:i/. Some foliſhly diſpute, Why God hath not ſaucd all 
things,ſeeing he madeall3 they are anſwered, ler. 12.1. 
The Lord is more righteous then that he ſhould be diſputed with. 
Jer.18.6.7key are m the hand of the Lord,as the clay in the hand 
of the bday ot .9.21. God maketh of one lumpe of clay one veſ- 
ſell to honour, another to difhenour. What if God willing to ſhew 
hiewrath, and to make his powet knowen, ſuffer with long Aeyiece |

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the veſſels of wrath appointed for deſtruttion * What art thou that 
diſputeſt wth God? Elay 45.7. It is I that created the light and 
the darknes, I make peace and trouble : enen I the Lord doe all 
theſe thinses .

T hat their Sinne is the cauſe of their Condem- 
nation, and God not the author of it. 


Proucrbs 29.6. The Sinne of the wicked, is their owne ſnare. 
Eſay 50.1. For your Offences, are you ſold : and becauſe of your 
Tranſgrefion, i your Mother forſaken. Eſay 5 9.2. Their Miſ- 
deedes haue ſeparated them from their God,and their Sinnes haue 
hid kts face from thews, that he heareth them not . They hope in 
vaine thinges, imagining deceit, and bringing foorth exill : they 
breed Cockatviſes egges, aud weane the Piers webbe : who ſo 
eateth of their egges, dreth;, but if one tread wpon them, there 
commeth wp a Serpent © Their deedes are the deedes of wickeanes, 
and the worke of robberie is in their handes : Their feete runne to 
ewill,they make haſte to ſhed innocent blood : All their counſels are 
wicked; harme and deſtruftion tre in their wayes, but the way of 
peace they hane not knowen . In their goinges there u #9 equitie, 
their wayes are fo crooked, that wheſoener goeth therein, knoweth 
of no peace. And this is the cauſe: They looke for light, and lor 
ir is daykyeſſe : They prope like the blmil ypon the wall,enen as one 
that hath no eyes The reard tike Beares,and mouene like Dout, 

booking for health,but it i farre from them 1 for their Offences are 
many ,and their Sinnes teſtifie againſt the Lord. They will not con- 
feſſe and acknowledge their Sinnes but doe amiſſe tranſgreſſe,and 
diſſemble' againſt 3, Lord, ani fall away from their God, vfing 
preſurptuons and traiterons imagmations m their hearts, caſting 


axay 
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away equitie,trath,and righteouſneſſe : but the Lord holdeth him 
ſelfe by his owne power, and he ſuſtcemeth him by his owne righte- 
o/neſſe. He puttcth onwrath i ſtead of cloathing, and taheth Ie- 
louſic about hint for a cloake Lhe as when aman goeth forth wrath- 
fully ro recompence his enimies,and to be anenged of his aduerſariss. 
But wnto S1on hee is areacemer, and of [acob, which turne from 
their wickeaneſſe he ts aſauieur, and hee will gine them an cuer- 
laſting rame that ſhall notperiſh. Elay. 57. 15. Thus ſayth the 
high and excellent ,exen hee that dwelleth tn eternitie,whoje name 
x the Holy one : I dwell high aboue, andinthe Saultuarie , and 
mth him aljo that us of a contrute C> humble Spirit,doe I pitch my 
habitation, Pſal.104.3 5 .cAs for ſinners, they ſhall be conſumed 
eut of the earth : and the ungodly ſrall come to anend. Pal. 5g. 
12. For the ſmmne of their mouth, and for the wordes of their lippes, 
pbey ſhall be taken in their pride : And why ? Their preaching ts of 
curſing, and lyes. Plal.62.4. Their deniſe ts onely how to put him 
out, whom God hath exalted : their delight 1s mlyesz, they gine 
good wordes with their month, but curſe with their heart. Plalm. 
69-26. For they perſecute hm whom the Lord hath (ſmitten : and- 
they talke how they may vexe him , whom hee hath wounded. 
2.Thel.2.11.Therefore ſoallthe Lord ſend themſtrong deluſions, 
that all they might be damned, which beleened not the trueth, but 
had pleaſure in vwrighteonuſnes, and obeyed not the Goſpell of our 
Lord Ieſus. With enerloſting damnation ſhall they be puniſhed 
from the preſence of the Lord, and from the preſence of his power. 
Pſal.5 x. 4. That he may be wſtified in his ſayings, and cleare 
when he mageth.

that Day Starre which was to appeare : That Scepter that 

ſhould daſh all the ſons of Seth :The Ladder by whom the 
Angels of God aſcendcd and deſcended : Shileh, Emma- 
zuel : the Lyon of the tribe of Iuda: The Roote of Icſſay : The 
ſtone which the builders refuſed : The true Mazna : That 
Sprrituall Recke, that would giue wathers of Life: The 
True Bread that came downe from heaucn : Hee vnte 
whom the crowne and Diademe did belong A:chael, 
who thought itnorobbery to be equal with God : The 

Stone that ſhould punne Nebuchadnetzars Image to duſte; 
Palmonie the ſecrete Numbercr: Hee who wayeth, num- 
breth, and deuidcth : the Great Sheepheard of lus ſheepe: 

The 77ze Vine, from whoſe ſides doth proceede wine of 
everlaſting life : Hee that came to do the will of his Fa. 
ther : -lohn. 4. 10. Hee that met with the woman of Samaria 
a Jacobs well, to whom he promiſed euecrlaſting water : 
The Stumling blocke to the Tewes: The Light to the Gentiles: 
The Eye to the blind, and an Helpe to the lame : For that 
1s his name Gods my ſtrength & my righteoufues, &c, Wher- 
fore he hath made them Vagabonds ouer the whole earth, 
and hath brought that Abhomination of deſolation vpon 
them, whereby their Citie and Sanuarte 1s deſtroyed: 

And why ? becauſe they would not know the Fulneſſe of 
time, the day of ſaluation. The (ane, the Swallow,and the 
Turtle Done, doe know their time, but my people will not know the 
time of my comming, ſaith the Lord. Alſo our Sauiour Chriſt 
. ſaith, Woe be wnto you Scribes and Phariſes,j Hipocrites, you can 
diſcerne 
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diſcerne the wind c> the weather, but you know not the time of the 
comming of the (onne of man; which they might haue kno- 
wen from Daz.9.24.wherethe Angel Gabriel {aith:50 Sea- 
gens, Or 490. yeeres are determined for the death of Chriſt the 
King the moſt holy to fimſh ſinne, toreconcile iniquitie, to bring in 
Inftice,toſeale the viſion &- prophet and to annoint th: Moſt Holy. 
By which weare conſtrained: highly to cſteeme of the 
knowledge of thetimes : for they are of as great force to 
the vnderſtanding of the Bible, asthe ſtarres are in the 
heauens for giuing of light. No part of the Bible, but con- 
ſiſteth of time, place, orperſon. If of time, asone third 
partzthen-the knowledge thereof is to be imbraced,and in 
no reſpe&to be deſpiſed, as lightly regarding the vſe 
thereof: leaſt ſtriving for darknes, we becomechildren of 
. darknes,& ſo loſethe light of eternall lifeas the Zewes and 
Remanes did, whoſe recompencehath followed : Theone 
depriued of their earthly glorie; the other aduanced to 
glorie, to be a ſtaineof cternall damnation. 


In the begining was the word, &c, Toka. 1.1. 


T Hefe words, Inthe beginning, arethe firſt wordes in the 
old Teſtament, whoſe firlt word in the Hebrew is Ba- 

ra, which conliſteth, according to the Hebrew, of three 
letters, which cloſely conteine 1n them Father, Sonne, and 
Holie Ghoſt: as 2 for Ben, which ſingnificth Somme; « for 
Abba, which is Father; and 1 for Reach Hakodeſh,which is 
the Holy ſpirit. Thus the Trinity 1s cloſely contained 1 
the firſt word; but in the firſt verſe, isexpreſled in open 
wordes. Inthe beginning God made heaen and earth, and the 
ſpirit of God mwooned wpon the waters : and God ſaid, Lot there be 
light. This is expounded, Tobn 7. 1. in theſe wordes. 7 
the beginning was the Word, & the Wierd was with God, and that 
Word was Goa : ſhewing that ord, inthis place, istaken 
for the Sonre of God, by whom he made the world : as 
C2 Tohs- 
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Tohn. 1.3. By him were all thingscreated. And Heb. 1. 2, God 
.anade all things b 'y his Soune, who ruleth all things by his mightie 
ower. Wherefore Chriſfin the dayes of his fleſh, chole the 
trade of a Carpenter, Tohn 6. 42. Math. t3.55. Andin Eſay. 
42. 10, Itis ſayd, This record you muſt beare me your Jelues, 
ſaith the Lord, that I amGod,and euen he I amfrom the begin- 
ning. 1 doethe worke, C who ſoalllct it. Thus ſaith the Lordthe 
holy one, our redeemer- Wherein is diſtiaRtly expreſled Fa- 
ther, Sozne, and Hely Ghoſt.

]# and/ight, isnot here carnally meant; but ſpiritually, 
To which two thinges, eLaarons Iewell of Urim and 
Thummim, had afull relation : Urim, tgnitying Light of 
the mine : 7Thammirs, Perfection of vertue ; which brin- 
geth life to the ſouke. As John. r. g. Chriſt is the true light 
that lightneth every man. And hee that abideth inthis light hath 
euerlaſting life. 1. Tohn 1.5. Godis _ tn him is no darknes 
at all. If wee walke im light even as he ts light then haue we fel- 
lowſ2ip with him, and the blood of Teſus Chriſt ſhall gine ws life, 
and cleanſe vsfrom our ſinne. We the gentiles were darkyes ; but 
now are light in the Lord. Epheſ. 5.8. The vnderſtanding of 
the Nories of the Bible doth giue a great lightto the mind 
of man, and thepraQtiſe giuethlife vato cuery one that 
embraceth them: as Dexr. 8.3. and Mat. 4.4. Man lmeth 
not by bread onely, but by exery word which preceedeth out ofthe 
 monuthofGod. The defviters of religion continue in dark- 
neſſe, and light to them is death : as 1. 7okn 2.9. He that 
ſaith hee ts in light, and hateth his brother, is in darkneſſe, and 
walketh in darkneſſe, and knoweth not whither he goeth , becauſe 
the darkneſſe hath Elinded his cies, 1.Toha 5.11. But God hath 
gizen v5 cternall life, and that life isin his Sene z who layed 
downe his life for his Sheepe, Tohn 10.15. Wherefore while wee 
haue l:ght,let 215 walke & beleene tn thelight, that we may bethe 

chilarcn of the light, Lohn 12.36. ”

of the Earth,earthly. exc. 3 4 ſoule,gining life. ec. 


H Ere, before the compariſon betweene Adamand Chriſt, 
weare to conſider the Creation, wherein weare to vn- 
.derſtand the Creation of the Heauen, Earth,and Sca, &all _ 
the hoaſt of themz which doeconſiſt of Wightes viſible 
and inuiſible : Inuiftble, as Angels : Viſible, as Sunne, 
Moone & Starres, Fiſhes, Fowles, Plants, Hearbs,Graſle, 
Beaſtes, and ſuch like, which God created before ke crea- 
ted eAdam,by Chriſt for Adams ſakezbecauſc he purpoſed 
not totake the nature of Angels, or of any other crea- 
ture, but efeZdam; and that hemight be knowne in his 
ower and louing kindneſle to eAdam by his workes. 
For he fore-purpoling to make 4damboth King and Fa- 
ther ofall the Earth, would not hauc his wittes entangled 
with cares for this life, but to haue his affeions ſetled on 
heauenly things, that he might continue holy and blame- 
lefle before him: as Mat. 6.25. Takeno care what. you ſhall 
eate, or what you ſhall drinke z nor yet for your body, what ray- 
ment you ſhall put on. Behold,the Fowles neuther ſaw nor reape,and 
Jour / $8.69” Father feedeth thems. Are yee not much better then 
they ? How much more then ſoall he doe the ſame for you ? For he 
knoweth yee haue need of all theſe thinges, But a ſeeke the 
Kingdome of God, and his righteouſucſſe, Math 6.33. For no 
mans life ſtandethin the aboundance of thinges which he 
pollcſleth. 


Now followeth Adams creation. 


Ee was made the ſixt day (as it is gathered in Septem- 
ber) of the duſt of the carth vpon Mount CHoriah 
which is a Mountaine adioyning to the gates of the Gar- 


den of Eden z 4nto which Garden hee yas put to dreſle 1t, 
Wy about

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about ſixe of the clocke in the morning, as we account, 
when men commonly goc to labour, as thould appeare 
by the P[al.104.23.where it is ſaid, Adam gozth foorth inthe 
morning to his [abour, This is not particularly meant of 
eAdam,but generally of all men; no doubt alluding tothe 
timeof Adams creation, Hee had dominion giuen him 
ouer all chings,and witte like to an Angell to giue names 
ro all Beaſtes, & free libertie to cate of all theT rees in the 
Garden, TheTvee of knowledge of good, and ill, onely excep- 
red. As if God ſhould haue ſaid vato him, (as 170 after- 
wardes ſayd tothe Children of [/-ael.) 7 ſet heere before you 
life and death, eate of the one,and line; and eate of the other, and 
die eternally. Yet could not he be content with this glori- 
ous eſtate, but did cate of the forbidden Fruite(by the 
perſwaſton of the Woman which God framed out of 
Adams Ribbe, and ioyned to himto bean helpe forhim) 
before they had continued in Paradice one day, (as it is 
written Pſal. 49.20. eAdan being in honour, continueth not a 
night, but is like to the Beaſtes. that periſh, ) which. Woman 
was deceived by the ſubultic of a Serpent 3 that is, of the 
Dew! (peaking in a Serpent z which Beaſt was fitteſt to 
poſleſle to the deceiuing of her, becauſe he excelled all 
other Beaſtes in the Field in witte. For if an Aſſe had ſayd 
ſo much to her as did the Serpert, it is very likely ſhee 
would haue examined the cauſe further : But hec hauing 
oncebcen an Angell oflight, but not keeping his firſt ori- 
ginall, being thrownedowne from Heaven, continuing 
his knowledge,though he loſt his vertue, was not to ſeeke 
either for meanes, matter, or oportunitie, enuytng their 
eſtates, to bring his murtherous purpoſe to paſlle, (for ſo 
is he called the Serpent, the old Dewil!, or Satan, who was 
a Murtherer from the begining, ) but knowing the prohibi- 
tion, commeth to the Woman, ſaying : Yea, hath God ſaid, 
ee ſhall not eate of encry Tree in the Garden? To whom the 
Womananſwereth,faying ; Wee may cate freely of the po 
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ofthe Trees of the Garden, but as for the Tree in the middcſt of 
the Garden, God hath ſayd, Tee ſhall not eate of it, nor touch it, 

leaſt happily you axe. Out of which ſpeaches, the Serpent(be- 

mgaRamping and aroaring Lyon,going about ſeeking 

how he might deuourec her,) quickly ſucketh aduantage, 

finding her to haue digreſſed from the wordes of the 
Commandement, adding thereto a tricke of his owne 
head, ſayth tothe Woman : Teeſhall not die at, all; but, You 

ſhall be as Gods, knowing good and exill, In that hee ſaith,Godr, 

hee meaneth not the true God, (for whatſocuer hee ſpea- 

keth,isto be taken in the worſt meaning that can be made 

of it,) but hemeaneth, you ſhall be in the ſtate of Damna- 
tion as Dems, which arecalled Prices, Gods of the World: 

And likely cnough that hee touched the Fruite, becauſe 
ſhee added to the commandement, the word torch.

By reaſon of which ſinne, Adam and Exe ſeeing their 
| owne nakedneſle, ſowed figge-tree leaues together, and 
hidde themſclues from the preſence of God, among the 
Trecs of the garden, their ſoules beeing then in the ſtate 
of Damnation, witha light ſhining in darkneſſe, but their 
Darkneſſenot comprehending the ſame, ſhewing thereby 
the weakneſſe of their nature,and of their poſteritie, God 
but little leauing them to their ſclues, that when they 
had ſinned, they had rather hide themſclues in Darkzeſſe, 
and ſecke to ſtockes and trees that haue no helpe in them, 
than to God that made them. But David afterwards being 
clothed with the ſpirit of wiſedome and vnderſtanding, 


acknowlcdgeth the power of God to oucr-reach the 
, compalls 
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compalle ot mans vaine 1may ination, when he laych ; 
Winther ſoall I flie from thy. preſence * If I take the winges 
of the Morning, and flie to the vttermoſt partes of the World, 
thou art there . If I climbe vp to Heanen, thou art there, 
I1\ I goe downe to Hell, thor art there alſo. For God who 
mace theeye, ſhall net heſeec all the dwellers vpon the 
carth? who hath weighed all men in a ballance,numbring 
the dayes & veric haires of the head, diuiding to cuerie. 
one their double portionaccording to the fore-purpoſe 
of his cleion, being arighteous ludge, ſparing not the 
perſon of Adam, thoughhe wereaKing,and the ſtatclie(t 
King that cuer ſhould be, but calleth him to account in 
the coole of the ſame day wherein he was created and fell, 
puniſheth him, though not according to the deſert of his 
tranſgreſs10n,likea mercifull Iudge that would ſauc, & as 
a Father that pittieth his owne child, knowing wherof he 
was made, and that he was but duſt, ſay th to Liam, What 
haſt thou done? and leauing him to confider of his finne, 
goeth to the womanin like tendernefle, ſaying , Wat 
haſt thou done?as it he ſhould haue ſaid, Oh daughter, hauc I 
made the heauens & the hoaſt therof;that is, Angels, Sun, 
Moone,and Starres,&c. to be thy ſeruants; and the earth, 
and all that therein is,to be obedicnt to thy call, breathing. 
into thy noſtrils life, whereby thou becameſt a liuing 
ſoulc in the image of God, that is, inrighteouſnelle and 
truc holynefls to bea temple, and a Tabernacle for the 
holy of the holyeſt to dwell inz and haſt thou defiled the 
ſame with fond luſts, regarding the wordes of the Serpent: 
the Father of lyes, notreſpefting my power and my ſeue- 
ritie,that as I made thy body and foule,fo I could deſtroy 
the ſame; whereby thou haſt purchaſed the execution of 
my law eſtabliſhed at thy creation, to thee and thy hus- 
band: what haſt thou done? But God hauing examined 
the matters, and finding them both guiltic,and the malice 
of the Serpent to bee the cauſe of their guiltineſſe, never 
ſtayeth 
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ſtaycth judgement, nor vouchſafeth once to-reaſon the 
matters with him, but preſcatly. curſeth him, and puniſh- 
eth Adam, and the woman,and curſeth for their ſakes the 
carth, plants, and whole courſc of natyre/and made them 
of obedicnt ſcruants, rebellious encmits to Adam,and his 
poſteritie, And becauſe Adam was not deceiued, butthe 
woman became into the tranſgreſsion, he maketh her 
will ſubie& to the defireof hey husband, increaſing her 
forrowes &her conceptions. T hus he chaſtiſeth them, bur. 
ejueth them not over, but pronounceth to the woman a 
thorr, but a pithy ſentence, That the ſeede of the woman ſnould 
Lreakg the head of the Serpent. Thats to ſay, will cauſe one: 
to be borne of the Womars ſcede, which ſhall ſubdue the 
Dizell; and the Diuel/ ſhal} doe his endeauour to-trip vp -- 
his heeles, by tempting him, 

The particulers wherof, Adam negleQed not to exa- 
mine : and the Woman likewiſe vnderſtanding from - 
| hence, duly marking and imbracing the ſame, thatGod- 
had a purpoſe to ſaue her, gathereth from theſe wordes, 
matter enough to ſauc. her, and all the world afterher,. 
which receiuc like comfort of the ſame Promiſe : For ſhe. 
rightly vnderſtood that this Seede mult needs be Chrift,. 
who muſt come and take Adams nature vpon him, who- 
ſhould be ſubic to death, that hee might overcome him. 
that had power of death: For ſhe knew,and ſo did Adam, 
that if cuer wan, being but ancly man; wight worke his 
owneredemption, him(ſelfe was likelieft to hauc done it, 
becauſc he wasthe chicfeſt ofall the men that ever ſhould- 
be. inthe world, But Adambecing the goodlicſt man, and 
not able to dee it him (clfc, hee knew it muſt needs be: 
God, who mult appeare in. the ſimilitude of Adarmy na- - 
ture, and ſuffcr-death, that hee might riſe againe to fic at: 
the right hand of his Father, to make interecſsion for 
the Sonncs ofe dam: They both, the Man and the Wo- 
man, embracing this, obtained the fauour of God; and+ 
D. Adans--. 
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eAdamcalled his Wiucs name Ew4h,that is, Lifez to ſhew . 
that whoſocuer belecued as ſhe belecucd, ſhould bepar. 
takers of cternall life: as jt 1s written Rom, Lo. 9. Whoſe 
cenfeſſeth with his month,and bel»eneth with his heart, that leſus 
Chriſt is the Sonne of the linins God,hee ſhall be ſaued. 

But Adamand Enah were driven out of Paradiſe, and 
Cherubines where ſct to keepe the way of the Trecof 
life: and they were cloathed wich Skinnes, as it ſhould 
appeare with the Skinnes. of - Beaſtes, ( to ſhew their 
beaſllinefle) which Gad for thetn had flaine, to offer for 
ſacrifice, ts tcach them the vie thereof. For no doubt 
God would notdeſtroy the beaſtes to haue them ſpoy- 
led, ſecing that Adam was not to cate any. And wee ſee 
that Kane & Abel offered ſacrifices, as being taught from 
Adam : whoſe ſacrifices were of two fortes. Abel offered 
(as appearcth)in finceritie of religion. The other for out- 
ward ceremonie voyd of true religion. Wherefore to Abel 
and his offering God had refpeR; butto Kaine and his 
offcring hee hadno regard. Wherefore Kaine, being pol- 
ſc(ſed withthePoyſon of the Serpent, enuiced Abel, becauſe 
his workes were good and his owne'cuill; and killed 
him; and being asked of God why hee had flaine his bro- 
ther, inſtcede of asking pardon of God, hee ſaid, that 
his fault was greater then that Gods mercie cond forgue it. 
Againſt whom, Sainte Fugyſtine cryeth vehemently, that 
by how much leffe the mercie of Gad could be inferiour 
tothe faultof Kaine, ſeeing tht to forgiue, is athing pro- 
perto God ; and to reuenge and punilh;is farre eſtranged 
from hisnature: by ſo'much more great was the offence 
of Kainein the wordes he ſaid,thenin the murther he didz 
ſeeing that by theſtroke' of the Sword, hee tooke away 
but thelife othis Brother z but by the blaſphemie of his 
ronguc,he gauedeath to his owneſoule. To kill his Bro- 


ther, was euill done z buttodiſpaire in Gods mercie, was* 


cuen atranſgreſsion ofthe Dine!/:For more do we m_ 
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' God to elteeme him without mercie, then in any other 
ſinne we commit againſ(t Man. For which, God curſeth 
him, g1uing hima marke ofa .guiltie Conſcience, alwayes 
accuſing himol ſinne againſt God, and inhumanitie a- 
eain{t Nature. Wherevpon he goeth vp & downe wan- 
| dring as one anding no reſt or peace, like an excommu- 
nicate perſon, from the placeof true Religion, into the 
land of Nod, which fignifieth, Fugitiue.. 

This Kaze was the eldeſt Sonne of eLdam, whom hee 
named Pollcflion, for ſo doth Kaine fignificy as ifhe had 
gained a goodly Poſlcſiion. But ſeeing what might be 
the comfort of ſuch Poſlleſsion, he callethhis other RR 
eAdvel, that is, Uanitiez to ſhew, that if aman haueneuer 
ſolarge Kingdomes or Poffeſsions, or be never ſonobly 
borne,as Kaze was, (except the Souneof God)it is all but 
Uanitie, and vexation of minde. It is not tobe vnderſtood 
that Adam had now no. more Children but Kaine and 
el, for doubtlefle 4dam had inany more Children, as 
may appearc by Kaines Storie: For it is ſayd, that Kaine 
departed into the land of Nod, and knew his Wife, which muſt 
needes be Adams Daughter, and married before the mur- 
der: for we are not to thinke that Adam would afterward 
haue beſtowed: his Daughter ypon a Reprobate:. The 
holy Ghoft nameth onely three of Adams Sonnes, Kaine, 
Abel, and Seth, to make a proportionable number ans» 
ſwerable to the numberofthe letters of the wordes of the 
Holy tongue, or the tongue. of Adam :Fer ypon three. 
letters,doth every word in that tongue confi, 

Kaine doth repreſcnt the affliQters of ſuch as in this 
lifeeſtecmed the World, andthe pleaſures thereof, Vanities, - 
which is fc And Seth, whole name ſignifierh Setled, 
or Foundation, to ſhew the aſſurance of his Fayth. inthe 
Promiſes of God, to the confirming ofour Fayth:which 
was,that from h:m muſt come that Seed of the Woman, that 
ſhould braſe the head gfthe Serpent.. This ſentence they and 

D2. wee, 
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wee, and all the World, were and arc bound to take no- 
\ tice of. For this we onughtto know and belecue ſe aſſu- 


redly, that wee might ſhew our ſclues ſetled vpon a ſure - 


Foundation,not vpon Sandes, where Sca and Wind ma 
overthrow vsz butypon the Rocks Chriſt Ieſus, that our 
building-may remaine as the Mount $9; and as the hea- 
uvenly Jernſalerm, which 1s builded fonre ſquare of three 
foures of precious Stones, that howſocucr wee be toſſed 
with affl; ions of this life, wemay ſtand firme, acknow. 
ledging /chouah to be theone true and cuerlaſting God, 
Father, Sore, and Holy ſpirit 4 and that his mercic is like 
to cternall Mountaines that cannot be remooned, w here- 
with he loued ys vnto faluation, before the foundation of 
the World. 

Thus duely conſidering his Powerand Wiſedome in 
the particularaRions of the Creation, Adams fall,the Pro- 
miſe of eternall life 3 eAdam Fayth, and his Sacrifices the 
{hadowes of our Redemption the Seauenth day, and the 
vſcthereof; wee ſhall ſpend our dayesin beholding our 
end, and neverdoec amille: forrowing with a godly ſor- 
row as Enoſ (whoſe name fignifieth S82row) did : For 
as in our dayes, ſo in his, men fell from the truc Religion 
of eAdam, of Seth, and other Godly men which were 
then aliue, turning the grace of God into wantonneſle, 
marrying Wiucs of Kaine poyloned ſeed, reſpeing 
Beautie, and other outward giftes, rather then Vertuc: 
notremembring their Grandmother Exah, that for be- 
holding the Beautie of one forbidden Fruite, commen- 
ding it to Ademfer the pleaſantnes of the Taſte, and the 
vnlawfull deſfirethat ſhe had of diveliſh Knowledge, not 
long before was driven out of Parad/e : whoſe bleising of 
Procreation, was 1oyned with ſorrow of Conception ; 
Whoſe innocent Soule by breaking but one Comman- 
dement,becameguilticof cternall death, &loft the whole 


gloricof Paradiſe, and was driucn out into Mountaincs, 
| as 
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as not worthy to enioythe benefite of the 77ee of Life in 
the Garden of Eden. But Enofp being a Godly man, and 
knowing that the fruites of worldly ſorrow are likewiſe 
eternal! Death; and of Godly forrowRepentance(which 
_ word ſignifieth a changing of Indgement from Igno- 
Trance to ttue Knowledge, to the renewing of the ſpirit) 
nameth his Sonne Kexay, Contrite, or Repenttng, or a 
looking backe into their impieties, deteſting their vaine 
conuerſation,to the killing of finnein him ſclfe, and to the 
imbracing of rightcouſnes. For itis not onely required of 
a manto eſchew euill,but withal to do good: to flic dark- 
neſſe,if we will enioy the light: to follow the right way, 
if wewillnoterre: to auoydethe myre & durt, ifwe will 
be cleane and without ſpot: and forbeare to be cuill,if we 
will beginto be good. Forit is not enough for a Valiant 
man to doe what hemay, butalſo hc is bound to attempt 
nothing but what he ought. Andas repentanceis the fruit 
of godly forrow; ſo thankfulnes to God for deliuerances 
from like trials, proceedeth from Repentance: Therefore 
Xenanthe Contrite,namcth his ſon, Mahalaleel, Pp ptaiſe 
God : which none can doe effefually, without alowly 
minde,ſanRificd firſt by Grace, by the ſubduing of the 
fleſh. Mahalaleel knowing that ſuch fruiteis required of 
| ſucha tree,nameth his ſonne, Jared, the Lowlp: which 
Siftes of grace, God beſtoweth vpon ſuch onely as he ac- 
cepteth vnto himſclf; as itis written: Bleſſed is the man wnto 
whom God imputeth not his ſin, cc. So that aman hauing thus 
urged himfelfe from the iniquitic of wicked men,mark- 
ing the rules of Gods cternall Wiſcdome, He ſhall be aweſſel! 
ſantlified »mto honour ;neete for the wſes of the Lord, 2.Tim.2.21. 
Therefore 7ared the lowlp, nameth his ſonne, Henoch, the 
Hotp.Now God commanding al men to dire their ſteps 
| by theſtraightline of his word, firſt layeth downe his 
will, what we ought to doe to pleaſc him : and then indu- 
_ <cth vs thereunto, net onely by hope of etcraall life, but 
D 3 promi- 
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promilcth vs in this lite long and happy dayes, as in the 
cternall Law is expreſied : Laye God abone all, and th 
neighbour as thy ſelfe, that thy dayes may be long inthe land which 
the Lord ihy God gineth thee,&c. Henochtherefore being af. 
ſured of the infinite mercies of God towards him and his 
ſeed,by fayth ſtill bcholding (as ina glaſſe) the Redemp- 
tion by the Sonne of God, the ſumme of all ſaluation, na- 
meth his ſonne, 17ethu/helah, Long life, or Speare-death:; 
For euen as the poynt of aSpeare keepeth off that which 
would ——_ deſtroy cuen ſo 1/cthuſhelah keptaway 
the Flood a long time fromdrowning the World. But be- 
cauſe men ſhould not thinke that any liueth without cala- 
mities, leaſt outward happines ſhould make men to forget 
God; Methu/zelah hauing heard his fathers, and himſclfe 
alſo (being a Prophet) preach of the deſtruQion of the 
World by the Flood, calleth his ſonne, Zamech, that is, | 
Stroken, or eart-wsnnded t which is to be vnderſtood 
that in reſpe&@thathe being neere thoſe times of dangers, 

many of h1s peſteritic were like to be drowned, not onely 

in the flood, but eternally tormented, for ioyning with 
| the wicked mockers, which deſpiſcd the preaching ofthe 

Fathers . But although God throwerh mens confciences 
downe for a while with griefe of other mens 1uſt puniſh» 
ment, yet herayſeth them vp againe,giuing themhope of 

his aſſured Promiſes, and a {weete'comfort of eternall life, 

| Lamech being thus ſtrengthened with the fayth of his Fa- 
f thers, ayming {Ul co.the ſentence of Saluation- pronoun: 
cedin Paradiſc,calleth his ſonne, Voah, Reftozer, or Com: 
fozter, ſaying : This Sonze ſoall comfort vs, concerning the ſor- 

row ofour hands,and concerning the earth, which the Lord hath 
c#rſed.Wherein he ſheweth that ke both looked backward 

to the Creation,&formard to the Redemption by Chriſt, 

The Seed of the Woman,that ſhoxil kruſe the head of the Serpent.

JT was on Fryday,the fixt day; theday of Adam creati- 
'on,at the time of cating : For wedoe not read-thateuer 
eAdam did cate, before he did cate of the forbidden fruite, 
Thereforewhenby theſtorie, the time of cating cannot

Dauid knowing 
that prayſe giuing to God, is not onely required at our 
hands, but alſo at enery creatures in their kind : biddeth 
the whole courſe of Nature, Prayſe the Lord. And in 
Pſalm. 47.6. hee ſayth : O ſing pray/e, ſig prayſes unto our 
God: O ſing prayſes, ſing prayſes unto our King : for the Lord 
# high,and to be feared : Heets the great King pon all the earth, 
ſing prayſes therefore with vnderſtanding . tee ſheweth vs 
arcaſonin the 19.Pſa/.1, when he ſayth : The Heanens de- 
clave the glory of God, and the Firmament ſheweth his handie 
worke.One day telleth another, one mght certifieth another 6. 
Therefore, let the wordes of my month, and the meditation of my 
beart, be alway acceptable in thy ſight, O Lord my Locke, and my 
Redeemer. Whereby weare taught, that the true prayſc of 
God,conliſteth not onely in outward acknowledging of 
his workes, and his iudgementes, (for thatthe wicked are 
often times compelled to confelle, as Pharaoh, Nebucad- 
zetzar,and others;) but we mult prayſe God ſo,as that all 
our thanks,and all ouraQions,may tende to the acknow- 
ledging of the Redemption by Chriſt.

For 
inthe beginning, God made the World in ſixe dayes, and 
reſted the ſcucnth, and hallowed and ſaified the ſame, 
and commaunded it to be kept Holy throughout all ge- 
nerations : And to reſemble the ſame in his Creation be- 
fore there was a Sabaoth, he made the ſeuen Starres in the 
Heauens, which the Philoſophers call Pl/axets, which haue = 
force in the whole courſe of Naturez which hein his wiſe- 
dome placed there, that the very Heather, and ſuch as 
would not take notice of the Sabaoth, might haue the 
name thereof in their mouthes, although they made no 
vic therof intheir heartes. 


Henoch 1s taken vp, being 365.yeares old, ra:

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His raking 2p,'did thew'what ſhould be the ſtatc of the 

| Godly. Hee was taken vp m deſpightof the wicked and 
in recompence of his owne fayth. Hee was taken VP 57» 
yeares after Adams death, all the Fathers being then aliue: 
Anditmay be the Fathers did fec him taken vp, as a fi- 
gureof (rites aſcenfion. The wicked might then ſay, 
Where is the appearance of the Flood : for 4dam is dead, 
and Henech ts taken vp, and alt things continue as from 
the beginning 2? In thatGod beſtowed fo ſhort life vpon 
Henoch, it ſheweth that hee would beſtow greater blef- 
ſinges on him in an other kind. 

His yearesare anſwerable to the dayes of the Sunne 
365. yeares,a yeare for aday. And as the Sunne excelleth 
all other Starres in brightneſle z ſo did his life excell all 
other men then alive in the World, for yertue. Hee 15 alſo 
fayd,to haue Watkedwith Gaa, to be apreacher of Righteouſ* 
weſſe, to be taken vp. To 
 Theſefoure ſpeciall commendations are of cquall glo- 
rie: and wee may be aflured by theſe teſtimonies, that his 
Godlyneſle was veric rare, The Grecians ſay, that hee 
left a booke behind him of his preaching: But thereby 
(as much as in them lyeth) they call into queſtion the 
truth of the Scriptures, For firit, by this opinion they 
derogate from the glorie of XZoſes, that he ſhould not be 
the firſt writer. Secondly, from the wiſedome of God, 
which tooke order tolay downe the liues of the fathers 
in .ſo ſhort Arithmatique, and would thereby hauc his 
wiſedome wondcrfu!l ro thoſe which ſhould.come after : 
which had been to ſmall purpoſe, if Henoch had lett a 
booke of his preaching. But the Greeians thus being an- 
ſwered, it followeth that Henochs prophecie was againit 
the wordes of the wicked, and againſt the contempr of 
reli91on, which wicked men ſhewed in not belecuing the 
'preaciting ofthe flood, Saint Ide in his Epiſtle, from the 
circumſtances of the men and manners of the People to: 
G 2 whon. 
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whom Henech preached , gathered what nught be the 
ſumme of Henechs preaching, in this fort : Behold the Loyd 
commeth, how? as at the giuing ofthe Law, Wh thouſands 
of his Angels, to gine tudgment againſt all men, andto rebuke all 
the ngoaly among then of all their wicked decds which theyhaxe 
wnooaly committed, and of all their cracll fpeakin gs which wicked 
ſinners hawe ſpoken againſt his. V pon which words,the Gre- 
cians not knoying the courſe of the Hebrewes, in their 
fained ſpecches ſay, that Henoch left.a booke of jus prea« 
ching behind him.

yeares, for hee liued buta few dayes of his laſt yeare, For 
if his yeares be caſt, you ſhall ſee he dieth in'the yeare of 
the Flood. The Flood came not m the firſt month; becauſe 
« Methufpelah the lived, The tenth day of the ſecond month 
the Flood came, Methuſcelah was dead before that time: 
His dayes were the exaR ruleof the Flood, for ſo long as 
he liucd the waters could not ouerflow the earth : hee 
becing dead, the waters might aſke God whether the 
ſhould now werke vengeance to the wicked ? No fait 
God, Noah ſhall mourne him a month, as the children of 
Iſrael mourned acobs death: afterwardes, this month of 
forrow beeing ended, then they demaund of Ged againe, 
whether now the wicked ſhould bee ouerwhelmed with 
waters? God anſwered, no :'for Noah ſhall haue a Sabaoth 
of preparation. This being finiſhed, the Flood couereth 
the face of the earth.

Lamech of Kaine, was a ſtriker : Lamech 
of Seth,ſtriken : the one a Preacher of deſtruction to the 
world : the other, an example of impictic to the world 
and being 1600. yeares after Kaine, knew Kaines ſtorie. 


- Heehad two Wiues: it was not ſo from the beginning, 


Some hold, that he was the firſt that had two Wiucs : but 
doubtleſſemany others had the likez but God in one, 
doth ſhew the manners of thereft. He ſaith to his Wiues, 
Twill kill a man, &c. So that asthe world began with kil- 
ling, ſo it continued in wickedneſle and violence. The 
other Lamech, doth make. a confe(sion full of contrition, 
and in nam.ng his Sonne {omforter 600.yeares before the 
Flood, ſheweth that he was a Prophet of very liuely $kill, 


Lamech died fue yeares before the Flood, being 777. 
careold, (and Ser 93.) His age runncth vpon ſcuens: 


E what he wanted in long life, hee had it in caſting a 


ſweeteaccount. If Zamech had had the age of his Fathers, 
he might haue ſcene the Flood.

Chriſt is both outwardly ſtricken,and inwardly woun- 
ded.Outward!y, when'in the open Hall he was buffeted, 
ſcourged,& (pitted at, and vpori the Croſle pierced both 
handes, feete, and ſides. Inwardly, when he was reuiled 
with blaſphemous ſpeaches at his death; and when in 
ſtead of Drinke to comfort him, they gaue him Gall and

God ſaythinGen.6.3. My ſpirit ſhall not alwayes ſtriue 
with man, his dayes ſnall be an ud and twentie yeares. In 
Gen.g.3z2. Noahsageis reckoned,and hee is then ſaid to be 
Fine hundred yeares old,and begetteth Shews,Cham,and [apheth. 
When his age1s reckoned azaine at the Flood,the ſumme 
is but Sixe hundreth yeares : So that if the fixt Chapter bein 
time after the fifth, and in the fifth Noah 1s 500. _ 
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old,and that afterwards,God ſaith,7he dais of all fleſh ſhalbe 
an hundreth & tweatie yeares,then Noah at the flood mult be 
620.ycares,for put 120.to goo and you haue 620. but his 
ageat the Flood is but 600, Therfore ſome thinke that ci- 
ther the Chronicle 1s falſe, or eIſe the 20. yearcs were ſhor- 
tened ; like as it was in Jeruſalems ſtraytes, leaſt no fleſh 
thould be ſaued. Toanſwere this doubt, we muſt obſerue, 
that it isno reaſon in divinitie,that becauſe a matter com- 
meth,or is made mention of in a Chapter afterwards, that 
the time therefore of that ſtorie or ation followeth the 
Chapters or ations going beforcyfor this is but a circum- 
ſtance of methode : For Moſes in penning the Scriptures, 
vſed this order, Helayeth downe things of like nature to- 
gether,as Genealogies together, & ſuch like,though they 
differ intime becauſe clſc he ſhould make oftenrepetion 
of the ſame thinges . The obſeruation of this, cauſcd the 
Hebrews to ſet downe this Rule, that ALſ# in penning his 
Storie, doth not regard the circumſtance of ficft &latter. 
To weete, hee doth not ſet downethat in the firſt place, 
whichis firſt in time; and ſo that which is latterin time, 
afterwardes; but ſometimes that which is latter, in the 
firſt place and thatwhichis firſt in time, in the laſt, as 
the necelsitic of the narration giueth occaſion . This be- 
ing thus made plaine, the doubt is cafily diſcuſſedzfornei. 
ther is Noah 620. yearcs old at the Flood, neither are the 
yeares of the Flood any thing ſhortned, but the Clironi- 
cle is altogcather true, For ifwereferre the 120. yeares of 
the Flood, 20, yearcs before that Chapter in which it was 
ſayd Noah was g00.yeares old,and begot Ser, Cham, and 
Taphet, then doe we make all thinges agree, without cro(- 
ſing one another : and this of neceſsitie wee muſt needes 
doe: For ſecing God hath layde downe the generals in 
proper and plametermes, we mult ſo caſt theparticulars, 
that they may make the generalltrue,and no way alter it; 
Beſides, we hauc alike —_— foralthough all the uy 
. and. 
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and deathes of the Fathers before the Flood, are reckoned 
and ſummed vp togeather,in one Chapter, wee mult not 
thinke that all their lives are precedent to the Chapters 
following.

this ſentence of the 1 29. yeares, is to be counted before 
the fifth Chaprer wherein Voahs age is reckoned ; and for 
the ſhortning of the dayes in /cr#/alems beliedging, the 
holy Gholt fayth,it ſhall be ſo but for the ſhortniws of 
the dayes at the Flood, we have no ſuch warrantin Xo : 
Therefore we are not to belecueit, No | 


Cxx. yeares begin Gen, 6, 7n which the ſpirit of 
Chriſt preached while the Arke was in makzng. 


Pon this ſentence, there dependeth a great queſtion, 

whether (rift deſcended into Hell in his humane 
ſoule, The cauſe why this queſtion is neceſlaric to be 
handled, js becauſe diversot the auncient Fathers hold 
opinion of Chriſtes diſcent into Hell in his humane ſqule: 
Whoſe opinions hauing been ſo ſuperſtitiouſly receiued, 
haue drawen others of. latter time, inte; the like crrours, 
Butif men would follow the plainnes laide downe inthe 
Bible, and with hemilitie ſearch it, auoyding curiolitie, 
they necd not trouble themſclues with the errours of the 
Fathers. The worde: ofthe text. 1.Pet.z,18.are theſe. Chriſt 
was dead concerning the fleſh,but was quickned by the Spirit. By 
the which he alſowent andpregched tothe ſpirits w priſon, which 
in times paſt diſobeyed, when once the loag ſufferms of God abode 
z4 the dayesof Noah, while the e Arke was in making. Now the 
words whereupon this error 1s grovi.ded,are theſe. Chriſt 
being dead as concerning the fleſh, went ai:dpreachcd to the ſpirits 
12 priſea. Vpon this they gather, that the ſpirits menti- 
oned therc,>re meant thoſe in Hell ; and went and preached, 
that 
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that 15, after hee was'dead . But if wee compare thete 
words with the reftdue; and confider the time when this 
preaching was, we ſhall ſee Saint Peter meaneth nothing 
lefle, than the deſcending of Chriſts ſoule into hell. For 
firſt,the textſaith, Hee went and preached by the ſame ſpirit | 
by which he was quithned, This ſpirit is of neceſvitic the 
Godhead For'Whatiſpirit was there that could looſen 
the ſorrowes of death that they ſhould not hold him, and 
raiſe Chri{t from the dead, butthe Godhead of Chriſt? 
Then the foules of all inen, Godly 'or vngodly, being 
immortall,cannor dic; and therefore this quickning,can- 
notbe meant of his humane ſoule, for it needed none. 
Bcefides, we muſt conftder to whom Saint-Peter wrote, 
to wit, tothe /cves Now ſeeing Chriſt taught nothing 
but "Loſes and the'Prophets, and the Apoſtles nothing 
but what they learned of Chriſt ; with what conſcience 
could SaintPeter write a ſtorie to the [ewes of the ſeucere 
ivſtice of God, which was neuer in oſs? for Hoſes 
neuer mentioneth Chriſts deſcent into Hel, there to cauſe 
the wicked to be more tormented. Therefore ſecing this 


_ 6Id opinion gathered out of the workes of the fathers, 
and bred by them, maintaineth manifeſt abſurditics, we 


muſt ſecke for another expoſition. If we conſider the 
old Teſtament, we ſhall find that E/phaz tn the booke of 
Job. preacheth the ſame doArine that S.Peter doth,and 
therefore will ſerue for an expoſition. Ehphaz reſoneth 
with Job thus : Hait thou, O 7b, marked the way of the 
world wherein wicked men have walked, which were 
cut off by time,and whoſe foundation was couered with 
waters, which ſaid vnto God, depart from vs 2 And yet 
what cou!d he doe more for thrm? he filled their houſes 
with good thinges, yet they retuſed the way of the Al- 
mightie. So S.Pete ſpeaketh, that the ſpirit of God went 
in like manner, as he 1s ſaid to come downe at the ouer- 
throw of Babe/{by confounding their tongues, and when 


he 
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hedeſtroyed Sodome and Gomorrah, & preached in Noah, 
to weete, the time while the Arke was in making. To 
whom? to the Spirits »ow in priſon : Why ? becauſe they 
ſaydto God, Depart from vs, we will none of thy wayes. 
Thus we ſcethe wordes of S. Peter made plaine. 

This time of 120. yeares, Saint Peter calleth, The patience 
and long ſuffering of God. The Tewes in a Booke called Zoar, 
expound S. Peters wordes in this ſort. The Lord com- 
meth to plague the Wicked for their vnbclicfe, fixe mo- 
nethes with Water, ſixe monethes with Fire, hotte and 
cold,and ſent them all to Gehenza, which is Hell : not that 
they meant ſo,(the toric of the word by plaine eye-light 
controlling it) but that the angerof God was as gricuous 
to their ſoules, as the Waters of the flood which wrinck- 
led their bodyes. Chrift in the Goſpell compareth the 
Flood with the end of the World : for in the dayes of 
Neah,they kad rich I«ba/to feaſt them, and cunning 7i- 
balkain to delight them in building, or ſuch like deuilesz 
and faire Nabamahb that they might marric according as 
their eyes luſted, till the Waters of the flood ouerwhel- 
med them : ſo ſhall it bein the end of the World. Eliphaz, 
counſelleth 7eb,that conſidering the end.of theſe men, hee 
ſhould beatpeace with God before our ſubſtance bs cut 
off,and the fire conſumed the reſt of them. 
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Japhet borne when Noah was 500.jeares old, 


Hs name fignificth Werſwaded. Hee was the eldeſt 


Sonne of Noabz whereofmany ſceme to doubt: which 
being examined by Scripture, will appeare moſt certaine. 
In Gen.s.32.1tis ſayd, Noah being 500. yeares old, hee beget- 
teth Sem,(ham,and Tapheth . Now it is certaine, they were 
not borneall at once for the plaine Storie croſlcth thats 
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In Gen.7.6. Noah isſaid to be Sixe hundreth yeares old, and 
the Floodcommeth. Then hee muſt needes haue a Scnne 
that is 100. yeares old : It could not be Sex, for he was but 
a hundreth yeare old, two yeare after the Flood, Gen. 11. 10. 
Neither was it Chery, for hee was younger then Sems, for 
Neah ſaid, Hee kyew what his youngeſt Soune had done, The 
reaſon of this doubt ariſeth, becauſe Sem is named firſt in 
Gen.s.32. whom CI/oſes (penning the Storie long after) 

laced firſt, to ſhew that Sem was the moſt worthie, and 
Fad the prerogatiue of firſt borne, becauſe (riſ# was to 
come from him, according to the Promiſe made to Exah 
in Paradiſe: The ſeede of the Woman,ſhall breaks the head of the 
Serpent * 
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Sem borne,when Noah was $02. eare old, 


Is name ſignificth, Mame,or,Renowne, Whereby we 

areto vndcrſtand, that Noah had a wonderfull aſſu- 
rance of the Promiſein Chriſt in calling him Semz,or as we 
ſay, Name. And withall, we are ta ſeeke by the like fayth 
tobe renowned, that our Names may be written in the 
Booke of Life. For Salomon ſayth Pre.22.1. & Eccle. 7. 3. 
ef good Name ts more worth then a precious Oyntment : But 
God will put out their Names from vnder Heauen, that 


flatter themaſelues in their wickedneſle, and whoſe roote 
beareth Galland Wormewood, as he commaunded. Det. 
25.19. Put out the Name of Amalecke from wader Heawen, 
bee ir the beginning of Nations, but his latter end ſpall periſh 
Ptterhy.

FT He Flood is areſemblance of the deſtrudtion of the 

world, and was the greateſt iudgement of the world, 
till the world fhalbe conſumed with fire. Therefore the 
ſtory of the Flood doth cauſe vs to conſider of things 
paſt, and to haue tudgement of things to come. For in 
the Flood arerare examples concerning waighing, num- 
bring, 
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bring, and diuiding. It was 49. dayes in rayning : the 
liketime in abating. God: hath numbred, waighed, and 
diuided. The ſecond day of the ſcuenth moneth . 
The times do ſhew, that God doth waigh and number 
wonderfully all the affaires of men : but men did not then 
know what God would doe; becauſe he had hardned 
theirhearts;and ſcorging Noahall his life time, they were 
aſhamed then to fly 'vnto;him; but the Flood came for 
the ſinnes of manz for the blovd of Abe!/,came the Flood, 
and waſht them all away. Yea,the very. waters that were 
ynder the carth aduanced themſclues aboue men,

THe Arke was made about Mount Libanon, where the 
Cedars for Sa/omous Temple were had, and it was ſixe 
ſcore yeares in making : Whichtime,in S, Peter is called, 
The long ſuffering of God . The fourtic yeares in the Wilder- 
neſlc wasa famous thing; but the making of the Arke 
was more famous, and the time thriſe ſo long . Not any 
thing ſo famous as the Arke, except the Lords death. 
The proportions of height,depth, & breadth, are deſcri- 
bed Gen.6.15. The height, 1s the tenth part of the length. 
The Beaſtes were in; the. middlemoſt place; the fodder 
above, the dung beneath. And God bids vs marke the 
quantitie of all the Beaſtes of the earth by the bulke of 
the Arke. Thereis much ſpcach taken from the Arke to 
the Church : but the conſequent of the one, followeth 
notintheother. ,

Thetoſsing vpon the waters, doth repreſent the trou- 
bles which the Church of God is to endure inthis life. 
Againe, no man of modeſtic but may know, that it was 
no plcaſantlife for Noah &all his familie to dwell a whole 
yeere vpon the waters, and to abide the noyſomnelle 
of all kindes of Beaſts in the Arke, which came to the 
Arke at theappointment of God, to the condemnation 
of all the. world. For it appeareth, that the very bruite 
| Beaſts had more regard to themſclues, thanthe wicked 
mockers which deſpiſed the preaching of Noah, and the 
making of the Arke, who ſayd, where is the appearance 
of his comming ? Euer fince the Fathers died, all things 
continue inone ſtate : Winter, Summer, Spring, Haruelt, 
&c. And while they were thus ſaying, the Flood comes 
and waſheth away their foundations. But faith S. Peter, 
in thisthey are willingly ignorant, for cucn as before the 
Flood, they marricd, feaſted, builded goodlic houſes, &c. 
euen tothe day that Noah entred into the Arke, andne- 
uer thoughtthe preaching of Noah true, becauſe all things 
continued ſtill in the ſame ſort, they thoughtic vnpol- 
ſible that the waters which were beneath the vallcyes 
could couer the higheſt mountaines fifteene c1bits : and 
yet this they mighthaue knowen, that as the waters in 
the Creation covered the earth till God commaunded 
themto goe totheir Channell ; cuen ſoagaineat the com- 
mandement of God, they could returneto couer it, Saint 
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Pteer therefore addeth, thattheſe men were willinglie ig- 
norant. X 

The Arke reſted vpon Mount e4-arar, which is a 
Mountaine in «£-mena, and fignifieth, Take away feare. 
Whereby we are to note, that #hoſoener awelleth vnder the 
defence of che moſt High,and ſrall ſay wnto the Lord, thou art my 
Hope,my ftrong Hold, and my GOD #1 whom 1 put my truſt, ſhall 
nct be afrayde for any Terrour by night, nor for the Arrow that 
flyeth by day, for the Peſtlence that walketh imdarkneſſe, nor the 
Sickneſſe that deſtreyeth in the noone day. T'or a thouſana ſhall 
fall at their right hand, and ten thouſand at their left hand; but 
they ſhall not J touched. With their eyes ſhall they ſee the raward 
of the mgodly : for the Lord i their hope,and he hath ſet his houſe 
of defence very high. With long life will hee ſatisfie them, and 
through his lening kindneſſe, will hee ſhew them.his ſaluation. 
Leteuery one therefore fay, The Lord is my Light and my 
Satnation z whom then ſhall Ifeare ? The Lords the ſtrength of 
ney ife, whereof then ſhould I be afraid? for inthe time of trouble, 
he ſnall hide me im his Tabernacle, and ſet me vp vpon a Rocke 
of Stone.

; Yeare, Forhe writeth that the Flood began the Scuen- 
teenth day of the ſecond Moneth, &that the Waters pre- 
uayled 152.dayes & that the next day after 150. was the 
Seucnteenth day of the ſeuenth Moncth, Sixe and fourty 
I 2 dayes 
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dayes had paſſed before the Flood : for the Seuen and 
Fortie day (I meane the Seuenteeth day of the Second 
moneth) the Flood began:: loyne One Hundred and Fif. 
tie with Sixe and Fortic, they make-plainely One hun- 
dred ninticand Sixe daycs, which diuided by Thirite, 
leaue Sixe exat. moneths, and the Scuentcenth dayes of 
the ſeuenth Moneth in which 2foſes writeth, that the 
Arke reſted. Hereby it 1s moſt cuidenr, thatin auncicnt 
timethey had 3o. dayes toa Moneth. Moreover, amo- 
dcrate expounder of /oſes, ſhall find 365. dayes inthe 
yeare of the Flood4-thus. The firſt day of the tenth 
Moneth, 271. dayes from the beginning of the yeare,the 
toppes of the Mountajnes were deſcoucred : Noah tar- 
ried yet 40, dayes, When 311.-dates werepaſt, then he 
ſeat foorth aRauta, which hovered along time, hena- 
meth not the time, butas 7. vpon 7.1in the Doue is ex- 
preſſed : ſo 40,vpon 49.1s here to be vnderſtood. So then 
there aredaics 351. to which add the 14. laſt in which the 
Douec was twiſc ſent foorth, then you haue dayes 364.af- 
ecr the 14. daicsin which the Done returned not.

And ſure» 
ly,as the Sunne, Moone, and Starres, are glorious and ex- 
ccllent for the diſtinguiſhing of times : 1o are the Num- 
bers df ages of the Fathers. And through the Scrip- . 
ture for the clearenes ofthe Word, Times are generall, or 
erticular : Generall from Adam to the Flood, and from 


thence to Abrahams promiſe, from thence tothe comming, 


out of Egypt, then to the building of Salomon; T:mple, then 
to the burning thereof by the Babi/onians, and then to the 
end of the Captiuitie, and from thence to the death of 
Chriſt. Theſe are the ſunnne of all the Times : the prooſe 
of theſe, is ſcattered through the Scriptures.

Is name fignificth, Hotte, or, Cholericke: And thoſe 

Countries did his Sonnes (after the confuſion of 
Tongues)poſleſle ; namely,in eficain the South coun- 
tric. Cham the Prince of effricke, (the ſpreader of wic- 
kedneſle) inhabited the fourth part of the World with 
his Families. His Houſe neuer g8t any viRtorie, but for 
fome efpeciall puniſhment to. be ſhewed vpon Sems 
houſe. Cham had acurſeinthis world, and doubtleſlein 
the world to come, | 

He had foure Sonnes : The firft, C»/>, of whom came 
the Ethiopians,or tn our tongue, Burnt-faces: The lecond, 
eMitzraym, of whom the Egiptians come, for Mitzraym 
doth ſignific Egypt : Thethird, Pr, of whom the Ly-. 
bians and Blackamores come : And the fourth, {{anaan, of 
whom the {anaanites come, in whom the curſe of Cham 
was pronounced; notwithſtanding it falleth out alſo in 
all his other Sonnes. And as Canaan was a flaue of ſlanes 
ſoare they that are of the like infidelitie : fo that often- 
times for the horrible1wpictic of one man, the whole Na- 
tion farcth the worſe. 

This (aaa had eleuen Sonnes, and himfelfe made the 
twelfe ; and his Countrie was called Caraar, which once 
was Paradiſe. And as Paradiſe to Adam reſembled the 
ſtate of Heauen : ſo did theland of Canaar,to the Iſraelites, 
and the [ewes : forit waga Landabounding with all good 
thinges. In Paradiſe was the Tree of Itfe : 1n Canaan, 
CHRIST was borne the true Tree of life. Adam neg- 
leaing the true ſcruice of God in Paraatce , was driven 
from thence. The JewesnegleRing their Sabaothes, and 
finally the knowledge of {þr;ft, were likewiſe driuen out 
of Canaan. But as notwithſtanding Adarrs fall, ſakuation 
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inParaai/e was promiſed toall the world : ſo notwith- 
ſtanding the ſane of the /ewes, Chriſt in Canaan, wreught 
the full ſalvation of all-the world, 
T heſceleuen ſonnes of Canaan were ſetled in one ſoyle, 
.that.is,in {aan (which 1s .about x60. myles from North 
to South;.and 60. myles from Eaſt to Welt.) Their names 
are Z:4on who built Tyras, theglory of the world for tra- 
fique of Marchandize Heth Gebuſi, who after Sems death, 
(as it ſhould appearc)polleſled [eruſalews. e Amori Girgaſhr, 
of whem there were:fomeleft till Chriftes time, as XMarr.s. 
28; Hints, of whom Abraham boughthis, burying place, 
of whoſe kindred atſo E/az-tooke him Wiues. eLfkite, 
Sinite, Arnadite,Zemathite, Hewathite. Itis ſuppoſed there 
wereſo many Tongues as there were Nations: butit was 
-no otherwiſe then our Cornſh and Northerne men differ in 


* their tongues. Theſe were Lordes of the whole ſoyle to 


plant, buy1d, and repleniſh itagainſt time to come, that 


.the rwelue Trybes of 7/rac{ might have Vineyardes that 
-they neuer planted, and Hcuſes they neuer builded. 


Whereupon Moſes ſayth Dent.32.8. When the moſt high 
God denided to the Nations their Inhcritance, hee appoynted . 
borders of a peaple according to the number of the Sones of Iſrael. 
And when God promileth to Abraham Gen. 1 5.18. that he 
will gine his ſced a Land that ſhall low with Mylke and 
Hony, hee bordereth it from Egipt ro the great Riner Eu- 
phrates; within which borders, are contained the ſeuerall 
Lordſhips of Canaar and his Sonnes, namely, the Kerites, 
the Keneſites, the ( admonites, the Hithaes, the Phereſites, the 
Gyaunts, the Amorites, the Cananites,the Girgaſvites, and the 
Gebeſites. 

Becauſe Cham {corned his father, who was thereſtorer- 
of all the world, theretore his Countrie was to be giuen 
to Sms Houſe the [ewszand they were driuen out of their -

Thus Shams curſe is extended cuen vnto (anaar 
his youngeſt ſonne, and ke is made a Seruant of ſcruantes 
to S-», thatthebleſsing of Sex: might appcare, and the 
open curled ſhould -ſcrue the open blefled, althoughitbe 
mine hundred yeares after Noahs Prophecie, to ſhew that 
although God ſuffer the wicked a while, and doth deferre 
his puniſhmentes yatill the finne of the e Fmo7ites come to 
.afull ripeneſſe,thatyethe is arightcous ludge,and fitteth 
yponaftiric:Thronc, from whoſe preſence dothiſſueRy-

hauc eyes, and will not ſec how God with fire from Hea- 
uen conſumed their Cities, turned. Lots wiſe into a Piller 
, of Salt, ouerthew their kinſmen Pharaoh in the read Sea, 
and made the Walles of Ierichoto fall downe without vio- 
lent handes? 
Chams Houſe was not plagued for building Babel 
onely, but for falling from the Religion of Sexzz and his 
. poſteritic had adeadly mindeagainſt true Religion. And 
as Cham &thereſt are in Gehemnain darkneſle,fo in Scrip- 
ture, they are leftin darkneſſe; for there is no time of any 
mentioned whenthey dicd but arc leftin darkneſle. 
The wicked men of Canaan would never yeeld tothe 
tructh, but prayſed Gods of Gold, Brafle,and Stone.

Of Terah his age when he begat Abram, 


Ome will haue Abram to be borne at Terabs Scucntieth 
yeare, becauſe in Ger.11.26, it is ſayd, Terah kned ſeucntie 
eares,and begat Abram, Nachor, and Haran, Wherevpon 
they gather, that e Avraham was the firſt borne, becauſe 
heeis put in the firſt place, and that hee was borne in that 
yearcof 7erah, to wit, the Seuentje. But they marke not, 
that 7erahs Sonnes are reckoned, not according to their 
age, but according to theirdignitie, as Gen.s. The ſonnes 
of Noah, Sem,Cham,and [aphet, are ſo rehearſed, that in the 
firſt place there is mention made of Sem, who for all that, 
was not the firſtborne, neither could be borne in the Fiue 
hundreth yearc of Noah, ſith two.yeares after the Flood 
in which ycare he begat ,Lphaxad; heewas butanhun- 
dreth ycaresold. Now the firſt of this opinon whom [ 
follow, was Caluine, that famous DoRor of the Church 
of Genera, who in his Commentaries vpon Gen. 1 1.27. ex- 
prelleth 1t ini plaine wardes. Him followed Beroalans, 
who did much inthe illuſtrating of time, and _ILegoldus, 
This demonſtration is ſet downe, A. 7. eAvrahamis ſaid 
to goe out of Haranafter his father Terab died, Now Te- 
rahliued 205.yeares. And eALraham went out of Hara 
in the 75. veare of his age : which yeares. if you ſubtrat 
from, Terahs age, there remaine-130; yeares, - in which 
Abrams gatinine falleth.

God changeth Abrams name from Abram, to Abraham 
of Haman, a JIultitude, becauſe in him all the Nations 
and multtuds ofthE' earth ſhould becbleſled, like vnto 
Noah, anew Comtfozter, PORT 
Heelefthis Countrey, .and his fathers houſe, and went 
toa Land which God would ſhew him: ſo Saint Paal 
teacheth ſaying, By ſayth Abrahamwhen he was called,obeyed 
God, to goe into aplace which he ſhould after receine for an inheri- 
tance;and he went out not knowing whither he went. 1n this faith, 
Moſes a high Sonne, refuſed to. be called the Sonne of 
Pharaohs Daughter. Saint Zeke teltifheth of him, Act.7.2. 
That the Godof glorie appeared to our Father Abraham when

mto a Land that I ſyall ſhew thee. Then came he out ofthe Land

had noinheritance in it, ao not the breadth of a foote. Yet God 
promiſed, that hee would gine it him to poſſeſſe, and to his ſeede 
after him, when as yet he had no Childs, Wherefore,Beleening 
#n God, it was counted to him, for riohteouſneſſe. For the promije 
to Abraham that hee ſhould bee the here of the world, was not 
ginen him or his ſeede through the law, but through therighteouſ- 
neſſe of faxth, Rom.4. In Nehem.g.7.8.Y ou haue there in the 
raycrot Nehemiah,an abridgementofall this Storie, how 
the Lord choſe Abram, and brought him out of 7/7 of the 
{ haldees, and called him Abraham, and found. his heart 
taithfull, and made a coucnant with him to gue his ſeede, 
the Land, &c. 

S.,Paulin AF, 17.reaſoneth with the men of Athens thus. 
You Greciazs, you are of [apheth, & that your Countrey 
1s Jonia; and yee arethe Sonnes of the earth. Be it knowne. 
vuto you, that God atthe firſt, madeallmankind of one 
blood, todwell on all the face of the carth, and aſsizned 
the ſeaſons which were ordained before, and the boundes 
of theic habitacions : for he demded vnto them the Land, 
according to the number of the Sonnes of 774e/: Now 
ye Heathen, your oyugge Poets ſay, yee arethe generation 
of God : and wee may obſerus that in all the Ceremonies 
of Moſes, there is a great preuiledge laid downe for the 
Heathen : and it is ſayd by ſaint Paul, God which iuſti- 
ficth the wicked cuen Abram being an Idolater, The Gen- 
tiles are no worle, therefore they haue no cauſe to deſpaire, 
And where it is ſaid in thisſtoric of Abraham, that he for. 
ſooke his father & his fathers houſe: Saint Steven AF. 7.4. 
ſheweth, that it wasat the time his. father was dead, for 
otherwiſe it had been an hard example, and Gods a&ti-

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firſt he is called by interpretation, King of Righteouſneſle :

without Father gvithout Mother, without kindred, and hath nei- 
ther beginning of dayes, nor end of life, but is likened to the Sonne 

God, | | 
Hee was Without Father, without Mother, when cAbra- 
ham met him, five ages after Babels building, Abrahams 
being aliuez he was vaknowne of his ownekmdred. Hee 
had no end of life in the old world, for hee lined through 
the Flood : and no beginnig of dayes in the new world. 

Ckriſtin reſpe& of his Godhead, had no Mother: andin 
regard of his Aavhead, henad no Father. - 

Surely our men be very vnaduiſed, that becauſe {alurr, 
and a few Gretians, doe ſtagger in this opinion whether 
Sem ſhould bee Melchiſedech, therefore they will not ad- 
mit the truth hereof, as though they ſhould be arulc of 
truth-ynto them. But toanſwere them : firſt the conſent 
ofall the /-eris, that Sem is Melchiſedech:and if helbenot, 
then letvs ſee what inconueniences will follow. 

Firſt, hee muſt be a godlier man then Se, that crofſeth 
Sem: bleſſing, Bleſſed Fthe God of Sem, Belides,it ftands 
not with Religion, that any man fhould bee rare inthe 
higheſt degree, noprophecic going before it to warrant 
hisrarenefle, But this js the cauſe why men be decciucd, 
T he Grecians erre in this, and arethe cauſe why others 
haue erred, It wasnot poſsiblefor them to know the truth 
thereof: for the Tewes appoynted by Prolomens Philodel- 
phusto tranſlatetheBible,ſeeing there was ſuch difference 
of the birth of men after the Flood, both in compariſon 
with thoſe before the Flood, and thoſe after, that their 
ſtory mightnotbeflouted of the Egiptianr, adde of pur- 

ſe 1500, yearcs to the Fathers after the Flood z for ſee- 

ing Terah begot Abraham at 130. And becauſe Sembegot 

Arphaxad at 100. yearcs old, to cuery one where wanteth 

an hundred, they putin an _— : as, LHphaxad hued 
3 
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35 -yeares, and begot Selah, They tranſlate, Arphaxad lmed : 


135. y-ares, and begot Selah; and ſoin the reſt : by which 
reckoning, Sem1s dead before the time hee ſhould meecte 
with Abraham. 


Saint com, accquainted with the Hebrews dealings, 


knew that their conſent was, that Sem was Melchiſedech, 
and fo he affirmeth. Beſides, it is notlikely that any of 
Chams houſe ſhould be like to the Sonne of God, being 
acurled generation. Againe, ifit beobiced that Moſes 
doth not call Melchiſedech Sem, and therefore it is likely 
hee was not Sem: this obietion is thus anſwered. Moſes 
penneth his ſtorie ſhort, becauſe he knew all the [ewes 
were acquainted therewith. And as for the Author to 
the Hebrewes, ſetting him downe to bee withoue Father, 
without Mother, we mult conſider in what ſence & mea- 
ning he ſpeaketh: for ſeeing tis added by Aoſerin MMel- 
ehiſedechs ſtorie, that he was king of Salem, and itis not 
oſſible for a king to be borne without Father, without 
lotherz and it wasneuecr the meaing of the holy Ghoſt, 
to crolle the courſe of the creation : therefore we mult 
looke for ſome other expoſition,then that which the bare 
litterall ſence will afford vpon the firſt ſight. This there- 
force is the Author to the Hebrews meaning : He was now 
to call to the ewes minde, one who in their ſtorie was a 
figure of the Xeſiiar. Now ſecing Chriſt the Sauiour of 
the world, as he was God, had no. Mother, and as he was 


man, no Father therefore to make this plaine, thatis, to" 


make /elchiſedech a figure anſwerable to this truth, he ſo 
ſpeaketh of him, as if he were without Father or Mother, 
becauſc he reſembled the Sonne of God. Now the author 
to the Hebrewes might verie ſafely vic this kind of ſpeak» 
ing : For Sm being borne before the Flood, and in Abra- 
hams time being a Grandfather of cight degrees, mult 
needes be thought to Abrahams Souldiers, to bee without 
Father, without Mother, who had neither vegan ig of 
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daics,nor end of life. So that a ſou!dier of Abrahams campe 
mightaske ſome one of Canazr: Good-man of Canaan, 
who 1s this goodly Old man with a hoarie beard? Hee 
would anſwer thus : Hecis called the /#/# Kwg, and his 
Towne 1s named the Qt towne: For when all the other 
Kings his neighbours arc at variance, he onely liucth in 
peace, And when Z/amoucrcame fiue Kings,no man of- 
{cred him any violence. We haue in cucry Village a ſeue- 
rall-God : but he ſacrificeth to theGod (as he ſayth)that 
made vs,& them. And marke what] ſhal cell you : When 
he offereth an Oxe or a Ramme to his God, which (he 
ſaith)made the heauens and the earth, fire commeth ſrom 
heauen to conſume it : and hee ſ{eemeth to be ſo ſlrong, 
that none of vs ſhall live to ſee his dayes. In this reſpect 
therfore the Author to the Hebrewes affirmeth that he was 
without father, without mother, who hath neither begin- 
ning ofdaycs,nor end of life. For in proper ſence it can- 
not be true. EI

Is name fignifieth, Laughter, When 7/accke is promi- 
ſed, Sara laughed, fo did -Lbraham; fo did 1/mact 
laugh at //aacke. Theſe three laughters in Flebrew arc ex- 
pou by one word, but there 1s great difference, Sara 
aughed as atathing vnlooked for : for ſhe ſayd, Iam 
now nintie yeares ola, and my Lord an hundred, ſhall I now gine 
my ſelfe unto luſt , ſeeing it ceaſeth to bee with mee as with 
other Women ? And the Lord ſayd', 1s any thing wnposſi- 
ble with God ?e Avraham laughed as reioycing thereat: for 
it is ſayd, e Abraham bel:ened in God, and it was reckoned to 
him for righteouſneſſe . 7/mael laughed, as floating at Iſa- 
acke, as though hee were ſuch a gaodly fellow in whom 
the Promiſc ſhould be eſtabliſhed . You haue this Storie 
renewed againe in the New Teſtament : For the Angell 
Gabriel ſay th vnto Aariez For with God nothing us impoſtt- 
ble. Ehezabeth commethto ſalute cIarie, and the fayth, 
Bleſſedrs ſhe that beleeneth : for thoſe thinges ſhalbe performed, 
which are told thee from the Lora. 

It is ſayd of eHhraham, that hee laughed when the 
Angell promiſed hc ſhould have aSorne thereby figni- 
fying his reioycing . Jaacks life was anſwerable to this 
ioy : forhe had no affl:Qion in Canaan; onely he was dri- 
uen to goe to Abimetech King of the Philitines, and dwelt 
in Gerar, where he was ſomewhat intured. 

eAbraham praying for 1/mae!that God would bleſle 
him, he fay th, / will make of him a mightie Naticn : bat in 1a» 
ackeſaall thy ſeed be called, 

Itss written, that, Abraham hat two Sonnes : oneby a Ser» 
wart,ard one by a Free woman: But he which was ef the Serwart, 
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was after the Fleſh, and he which was of the Free woman, was by 
Promiſe : which thinges are ſpoken by an allegorie. For theſe Mo- 
thers are the two Teſtaments z the one which is Hagar of Mount 
Sinay, for Hagar or Afomnt Sinay, is a Mountaime in Arabia, 
which gendreth unto bondage, and it anſwereth to Jeruſalem 
which now ts, and-ſoe ts in bondage with her Children. But leru- 
ſalem which &s aboue,zs free,which is the Mother of vs all : for we 
are after the maner of [\aacke, children of the Promiſe . But as 
then hee which was borne after the fleſh, perſecuted him that was 
borne after the ſpirit : enen ſo 151t now. But what. ſaith the Scrip« 
ture ? Put out the Seruant & her Sonne:for the Sonne of the Ser- 
want ſhall not be heire with the Sonne of the Free woman. Then we 
are not Children of the Seraant but of the Free woman.Gal.4.21,

Iſmael the Egiptian flouteth J/aacke,and beginneth the 400. 
yeare, And Pharaoh the Egiptian inthe end of 400. yearcs, 
affli&eth the Seed of 7/aacke. And as the Secd of Sems were 
afflited by Cam 400. yeares; ſo afterwardes about that 
time, were they allo afflited by aphets ſeede ruling in 
Eovrpt. 

Sy beobieRed, How is 1/macl an Egiptian, ſeeing 
hee is of Abraham? Heeis by the Mothers fide an Epiptian, 
tor Hagar was of that Countric: and by this cxpofition, 
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it falleth out to be true. We hane for to warrant this, the 
like in the Storte of the Kinges, where one becing an E gig- 
ticn, 15 called cfthe Kinges feede, becauſe one of his Aun- 
ceſtors marryed with a wife of /ada. This Storic is men- 
tioned in 1.CE70.2 34. 1tisthus ſayd : Sheſas had no Scans 
but Daughters, and Sheſan had a ſeruant an Egiptian named 
Tarchthang,+ Sheſan gaue him his Daughter to wife. Un 2. King. 
25.22. after thatthe King of Babel had ouerthrowne Jerw- 
ſalem,he leſt peopleintheland of [#dato till the grotmnd, 
and to exerciſe manuall trades, which were made tributa- 
ries,and he fet Gedohah ruler ouer them. Then came Iſmael 
the ſonne of Nethaniah to Gedoliah to Arzpah, and Gedo- 
liah ſrare unto them, that they ſhowld not feare to ſerne the K ing: 
for by that meancs it ſhould be well with them, & they ſhould dwel 
with theminthe Land : But in the ſenenth moneth, I{mael the 
ſoune of Nethaniah the ſonne of Eliſpama of the Kingesſeede,came 
and ſlew Gedohah, and he died. Heere 1/mae! which was by 
his Fathers ſide [archthayge an Egipriay, is called of the 
Kinges ſeede, fixteene ages after; becauſe his aunceſtor 
larchthange married one of [nda. And ſurely it is likely by 
this,thac tre Kings feede was wonderfully decayed, when 
as one by an Fgiprian(his great Grandfather, hauing one- 
ly married in /x44) ſhould be called of the blood Royall. 
And without queſtion,Sheſan was very wieked in deſpi- 
ſing the gloric ofthe Tribe of 7«da,which he openly ſhe- 
wed when he married his Daughter to an Egyptian.

for the Hebrewes affirme, that 7archthange is ſo harſh and.

To returne, wee may geſlethat [axchke was five yeares 
eld when Jane! mocked him : for otherwiſe 7/aacke covld 
nothaue perceiued it . 7ae/s flouting might be after 
this ſorty Is tais hee that ſhall haue the Promiſe, in whom 
the Nations ſhall be bleſſed? a goodly one, I warrant you: 
What continuance or ſtrength can there be in him,ſeeing 
at.the time of his birth, his Waker and mother were very 
old, and decayedin ſtrength ; and yet when hee is _ 
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ned, there mult be grear Feſting and iolly cheare? If we 
conſider what an offence it is eſteemed, if one being a 
SubicR, or otherwiſe inferiour, ſhould contumeliouſly 
and deſpightfully taunt and vpbraide the Heire appa- 
rant toa Kingdome, wee will thinke this an iniurie not 
ſufterable.

God ſpea- 
keth from heaucn ts Abraham in this ſort z By my ſelfe haue 
I ſworne, becauſe thou haſt done this thing, and haſt not ſpared 
thine onlie Sonne, therfore will I ſurely bleſſe thee.

Heeprepareth Veniſon for his Father, and the whiles1o- 
ſcth the bleſsing of eternall Life, Hee would pleaſe his 
Father by marrying into Abrahams Rocke, and marrycth 
I/macls Daughter: Hee wept tor the Bleſsing, but found 
no place of repentance, though hee ſought the Bleſsing 
with tcares. in like ſort 1s the repentance of euery wic-

Tſaacke willeth Eſau to goe and kill him ſome Veniſion, 
that his ſoule may bleſſe him before hedie, So the Pro- 
hets vſe to deſire meate before they prophecie, that be- 
ing refreſhed, they may be the fuller of ſpirite and cheere- 
fulncſlc. The Hebrewes diſpute fromthis place, whether 
Iſaacke was growne into pouertie : Some thinke hee was, 
by reaſon of the famine which fell in (anaar, and becauſe 
the Philſtines kept not covenant with him, for which 
cauſe,Sampſonatterwards takethoccaſion to plague them, 
and thatiuſtly: Aben Ezra is of this opinion. Keberca ſhe 
heareth this Commandement of //aacke, & knowing that 
ſpecdineſle in deſpatching, is oftentimes a great cauſe of 
aduantage, willeth 7acob to goe and fetch a Kid, that ther=- 
of ſhe might make pleaſant meate for 7/aacke. Tacob 1s af- 
fraid, ſhe comforteth him ; for ſhe had her warrant frem 
God, that the elder ſhould ſerue the younger and there- 
fore ſhee boldly aduentureth. Hee commeth te 1ſaacke, 
who ſuppoſeth him to bee 7aceb by his voy ce, but tecling 
the roughneſle ofhis handes and necke,is perſwaded that 
itis Ea, and bleſſeth him. When he was bleſſed, in com- 
meth Eſax with his veniſon, and. prayeth his Father to 
bleſſe h1m. /aacke was now aſtonied to thinke of this ſub- 
tiltie, His ſpirite muſtneeds befull of feare,to thinke how 
hee whom he would have bleſſed, the Lord would not 
chooſe. [/aacke therefore ſeeing the cucnt,acknowledgeth 
the cleion of Godin 7acob, and concludeth that he ſhall 
be bleſſed, 
Now hcere is a queſtion to be handled z when Taceb 
fayth : I am thy ſorne Eſau : and Iſaacke anſwereth : [ris 
Tacobs voyce : Whether 7aceb doth lie or noe. This aniwere 
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of [acobs,1t we expound in the beſt ſence, 1s no lie ; for 
then itisno morc but a kind of ſpeach, called Ironia. So 
God ſpeakethin Ger.3.22. Behold, the manis become as one 
of vs, to kyow good andemill. So Chrift in the Goſpcll com- 
meth to his Diſciples, and finding them aſleepe, ſayth, 
Sleepe hencefoorth. Wee may anſwereitfurther, thus : [aceb 
inreſpect of the purpoſe of God, which choſe him for the 
bleſled, might very well be called the onely Sonne. Be- 
fdes,in regard of ciuil right,now he was his eldeſt Sonne, 
ſecing he had bought the Birth-right of Eſav. Whether it 
werealyeorno, we will leaucitro God: and wecannot 
altogeather condemne this anſwere, ſecing God approo- 
ucth itby giuing 7acob the bleſing. 
Plato ſavth, When men arc dead, we cannot aske them 
what they meant: Therefore wee muſt expounde their 
ſpeaches and their a&tions, to the beſt meaning. And fur- 
Gar, wordes arenot alwayes to be taken in proper kind 
of ſpeaking z for Abram detendeth himſcltc,that Sara was 
his Siſter, to wit, the Daughter of his Father, bur notthe 
Daughter ofhis Mother. 7oſeph ſwearcth,By the life of Pha- 
raoh : it you take the words as they lie in proper ſence, he 
ſinned greatly,and was cuen for his cath, the worſt of all 
lacobs Sonnes. But Salame-lirkie expounderh him thus : 
By the life of Pharaoh you are Spies, that is, Pharaohs life 1s 
a Wormes life, which in account is no life: cucn ſo are ye 
no Spies in truth, though you may ſceme ſo to be. So like- 
wiſe Huſpas anſwereth Ab/alom, for when Ab/alom ſaw 
Huſhas Dauids Counſeller,he asketh him, Is this thy kir:dneſſe 
to thy friend? Why wenteſt thou not with thy friend? meaniug Da- 
uid. Hyſnai anſwereth, Nay, but whom the Lord and his prople, 
and all the men of Iſrael choſe, his will I bee, and with him will I 
dwell . This ſentencc hath a double meaning ; cither that 
he meant to ferue Abſalom, or King Damd. Therefore, 
when things are ſpoken doubtfully, we muſt marke how 
men may 1n wit expound them.

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Afﬀer that [xcob was come to Haray, hee ſerued Scauen 
yeares for Rachel, Labangiueth him Zeah, and deceiueth 
him,and vſeth this excuſe, That it was not the w/e of the ( 0un- 
trie, that the younger ſhould be ſerned before the elder. Leah is 
ſayd to be Contrite. Heere we may ſee what it is to enioy 
the truth of Gods Religion, and to worſhip him truely. 
Leah committeth agreat ſfinne : and though God make 
her fruitfull, yet this eucnt excuſeth not the fault before 
committed. Shee knew very well, that ſhe could not en- 
toy ſaluation by ſtaying with her Father : and we areto 
make the beſt colle&ion of the ations of the beſt Wo- 
men; and therefore(no doubt) the zeale that ſhe had to 
know God, madc her to venture ſo farre, No doubt, this 
was agreat ſinne, and yet afarre greater to haue been 
marryed to an vnfaythfull Husband : fer thereby there 
was no hope left for ſaluation.

SIMEON and LE/I, Their wrath wu fierce; yet 
becauſc Lewi afterwardes repented, and ſhewed tender 
affection to oſeph, and was Zelous in deſtroying Idola- 
ters,thereforehe had a Bleſsing in ALHſes Will, Simeon ne- 
uer ſhewed any tender aff<Rien to 7oſeph; and therefore 
when his Brethreh come into £gipr, and Toſeph accuſcth 
them for ſpies, he keepeth Simeon in priſon till they come 
downe againe, as akind of puniſhment for his former 
malice. His finne againſt the Sichemites was exceeding 
great : and ſeeinghee neuer ſhewed any figne of repen- 
trance, hee wasiuſtly cutoff from the hope of a Bleſsing. 
By this wee may learne to reic the authoritic of the 
Booke of 1udith : Firſt, becauſe ſhee is ſayd to be of the 
Tribe of Simeon. If wee marke this well, wee ſhall ſee how 
this Booke can not be Scripture; for wee muſt note, that it 
is no {mall glory,to hauc the ſpiritof God penne a Booke 
ofones afttens.
